“A MID-SUMMER NIGHT’S DREAM” | 
(Review by Burrdine Jones—Continued from the last issue) 

Note: The story of the action of the Play will ,be omitted. The con- 
tinuation of the review follows). 

The theme which the action carries out is the illusion into which men 
are thrown by love, the poetry of life,,but the actual theme of the play is 
one to give a comic representation of love. The action exhibits the serious 
side of love so as to parody this seriousness by representing love, itself, as 
a mere plaything, a mere illusion. The actions in “A Mid-Summer’s Night’s 
Dream” are treated differently from those in other plays of Shakespeare. The 
presence of an underlying motive, the great art and true magic of RAGE 
peare, has here been completely disregarded. 

Instead of reasonable inducements and natural impulses evicting from 
character and circumstance, caprice is master here, Also, we have no pathos. 
The hurricane of passion does. not sweep through this work of Shakespeare. 
There is only the imaginative and romantic: side. of love that is: here dis- 
played. Man is by nature a being, a being with no inward compass, led 
astray by his instinct and dreams, and forever deceived by himself of others. 
This Shakespeare seems to realize, but does not as yet take the matter very 
‘tragically. Thus these characters in-the “Dream” appear anything but rea- 
sonable beings. 7 

Never as Sakespeare’s fancy shimmered with a more delicate and irri- 
descent bloom than in the fairyland of this drama, In his kingdom of shadows 
where the fairies live is reproduced in miniatute: the structure of all human 

society. Here there are royal rulers, with courts, ministers, jesters, warriors, 

and all the pomp | of mortal sovereignty. It seems almost impossible as the — 
great dramatist brings it before our eyes! In this realm of the microscopic ° 
an acorn-cup is a place of shelter and the ‘leathern-wing of a rear-mouse 
an ample coat; the night tapers are. honey-bags’ ‘of bumble-bees lit. at the 
glow-worm’s eyes; and the. fairy chords, to whom the third part of a mo- 
ment is a measure of. time, charm such terrible monsters as bHnodworms, 
spiders, and beetles black. To datice “by paved mountain or rushy brook,” 
to Test on banks canopied with flowers, to feed on apricots and grapes and 
“mulberriés, to. ‘tread ‘the’ groves’ “Til the eastern gate all flery red” turns 
the green sea into gold” are aie delights which make up their round of 
existence.. 

In Puck this merry temper fakes a more roguish form. This merry wan- 
derer of the night is indeed indifferent from the ethereal sort of dream fairies.

| Moonlight and woodland have for him no.spell of beauty. Thus his very 


unlikeness to the other shadows marks him as an“ally and henchman to 
Oberon in his quarrel with the Fairy Queen, Titania, and her court. The 
fairy . queen is victimized by love just as are the humans, but, since falry- 
land is a world of surprise, it must be a daringly fantastic incongruity that 
arrests attention here; so Shakespeare has Titania whose very being is 
spun out of light, and air, and dew, fasten her emotions upon the mortal 
grossness of Bottom, upon humanity with its assinine attributes focussed.

Last year the theme.of the Associa- 
tion was the “Hffective College.” The 
addresses and material gathered dur- 
ing that year have been brought to- | 
gether by Dr. Robert L. Kelly, Sec- 
retary of the Association, and edited 
into a book entitled. “The Hffective 
College.” This- book has brought in- 
valuable information ‘and help to the 
colleges of America. 


This year the theme of the conven- 
tion was, centered around “The Effec- 
tive Teacher” dealing to a great ex- 
tent’ with the two types of teachers, 
namely, the teacher who uses the Lec- 
ture Method in teaching and the teach- | - 
er who uses the Research Method. De- 
cided stress was laid upon the Re- 
search Method and general consensus’ 
of opinion of the educators who spoke 
on the subject was that the Research 
Method brought out the latent: possi- 
bilities of the student and stirred them
